FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

For  some  years  intense  rivalry  had  existed  between  England  and  Holland  in  the  matter  of 
fishing  rights.  The  encroachment  of  Dutch  fishermen  into  English  waters,  the  amount  of  trade 
gathered  by  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  in  the  Orient,  together  with  the  trading  stations 
established  by  the  Dutch  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  all  roused  Charles  II  and  Parliament  to 
little  short  of  fury.  Conflicts  between  fishermen  ensued  and  in  January  1665  the  Dutch 
declared  war  on  England.  Parliament  voted  over  two  and  a  half  million  pounds  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  ships  and  more  than  a  hundred  were  built  armed  with  new  and  heavier 
cannon. 

These  actions  culminated  in  a  fierce  battle  on  3  June  1665  when  an  English  fleet  of  more 
than  150  ships  under  the  Duke  of  York,  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  met  a 
Dutch  force  of  equal  strength.  The  English  ships,  manned  by  some  25,000  men  and  with  a 
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firepower  of  5000  guns,  were  joined  in  a  battle  of  considerable  ferocity.  On  the  English  side 
Lords  Falmouth  and  Muskerry  were  killed  by  a  single  cannon  ball.  The  Dutch  Admiral 
Kortemaer  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  Baron  Opdam  were  also  killed.  Opdam  met  his  fate 
when  a  lucky  English  salvo  hit  his  ship's  magazine  and  destroyed  the  flagship.  Some  nineteen 
Dutch  ships  were  destroyed  or  captured  and  the  Dutch  withdrew. 

The  fine  medal  (U226)  whose  reverse  is  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  this  month,  was 
struck  as  a  memento  of  the  victory  and  was  given  to  Flag  Officers  and  Captains  who  had 
served  in  the  battle.  Being  undated,  it  was  intended  for  presentation  on  similar  future  occa¬ 
sions.  The  medal  is  a  particularly  fine  example  of  the  skill  of  John  Roettier,  the  eldest  son  of 
an  Antwerp  goldsmith  who  came  to  London  after  the  Restoration  and  was  appointed  one  of 
the  engravers  at  the  mint.  His  obverse  depicts  the  King  with  short  hair  held  in  place  with  a 
laurel  wreath  and  wearing  a  loose  mantle  round  his  shoulders.  The  reverse  depicts  Charles 
garbed  as  a  Roman  general  viewing  a  naval  battle,  together  with  the  Latin  legend  PRO 
TALIBUS  AVSIS  (For  such  enterprises).

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CANADIANS  HONOUR  JACQUES  CARTIER 
WITH  $100  GOLD  COIN 


Adding  a  golden  glitter  to  Canada’s  Jacques  Cartier  450th  anniversary  celebrations,  the  1984 
$100  gold  coin  will  commemorate  the  French  explorer’s  voyage  of  discovery  to  Canada  in 
1534.  The  unveiling  ceremony  took  place  at  the  official  opening  of  the  Canada  Pavilion  at  the 
1984  Expo  Quebec  and  was  presided  over  by  the  Honourable  Charles  Lapointe,  Minister  of 
Supply  and  Services  Canada  and  Minister  responsible  for  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  “The 
22-karat  gold  coin  is  a  special  momento  of  an  important  historic  event  that  contributed  to  the 
development  of  the  land  we  now  call  Canada”  said  Mr  Lapointe.  One  side  of  the  coin,  the 
reverse,  features  a  three-quarter  profile  of  Jacques  Cartier.  In  the  background,  is  a  tall  ship, 
with  its  sails  billowing  in  the  wind.  The  legend  “1534 — Jacques  Cartier — 1984”  and  “100 
dollars”  also  appear  on  the  coin.  The  Royal  Canadian  Mint’s  engraving  of  the  coin  is  so 
detailed  that  lines  on  the  explorer’s  face  and  the  texture  of  his  hair  are  clearly  visible. 

The  winning  design  of  the  1984  $100  gold  coin  was  submitted  by  Ottawa- artist,  Carola 
Tietz.  Tietz  also  submitted  the  winning  design  of  the  1979  $100  gold  coin  which  was 
dedicated  to  “The  Year  of  the  Child”.  The  obverse  of  the  coin  bears  Arnold  Machin’s  world 
famous  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Containing  one-half  troy  oz.  of  gold,  the 
coin  is  91.7  percent  fine  gold  and  8.3  percent  silver.  It  measures  27  mm  in  diameter,  2.16  mm 
in  thickness  and  weighs  16.965gr.  A  limited  number  of  Jacques  Cartier  gold 
coins — 200,000 — will  be  struck.  The  coins  will  be  distributed  internationally. 

Mail  orders  for  1984  $100  gold  coin,  which  will  sell  for  £235,  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint  from  September  1  until  December  15,  1984  or  until  the  mintage  is 
depleted.  The  coin  will  also  be  available  through  coin  dealers  across  Canada  as  well  as  in  the 
United  States,  Europe  and  the  Far  East.  Mail  orders  for  the  coin  should  be  sent  to  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint,  P.O.  Box  10,  Horley,  Surrey. 


Jacques  Cartier  of  Saint-Malo

Commander  of  the  first  French  settlement  in  Canada,  Jacques  Cartier,  was  a  fearless 
navigator  whose  explorations  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and  river  of  the  same  name  paved 
the  way  for  France’s  later  colonisation  of  North  America.  Cartier  had  already  been  to 
Newfoundland  and  Brazil  before  he  made  his  first  voyage  to  Gaspe  Bay.  He  was  born  in 
Saint-Malo,  Brittany,  probably  between  7  June  and  23  December  1491.  In  1520  he  married 
Catherine  Des  Granches,  the  daughter  of  a  chevalier  du  roi  and  constable  of  Saint-Malo.  The 
couple  did  not  have  any  children.  Indicative  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the 
community,  Cartier  was  often  called  upon  to  be  godfather  at  christenings,  a  juror,  defender, 
and  witness  in  court.  Historians  depict  Cartier  as  a  jovial  man  of  deeply  religious  conviction. 

The  French  explorer  made  three  voyages  to  Canada  between  1534  and  1536.  During  each 
visit,  he  constructed  several  crosses  on  the  shores  of  the  waters  he  explored.  Measuring  some 
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10  m  in  height,  they  were  used  as  landmarks  for  navigation  and  indicated  a  safe  harbour. 
They  also  served  as  visible  evidence  that  a  French  presence  had  been  established  in  the  area. 
On  its  first  visit  to  Canada,  Cartier's  flotilla  dropped  anchor  at  the  entrance  to  Gaspe  Bay  in 
July  1534.  Bad  weather  had  forced  the  stop  over  and  high  seas  and  rough  winds  blew  the 
ships  some  30  km  further  into  the  bay.  Cartier  and  his  men  spent  eleven  days  exploring  the 
Gaspe  region.  On  24  July  1534  they  planted  a  cross  on  the  shores  of  the  bay — an  historic 
event  which  contributed  to  the  development  of  the  land  we  now  call  Canada.  Jacques  Cartier 
died  at  his  home  in  Saint-Malo  on  1  September  1557  at  the  age  of  66.

A  ROMAN  PLATED  DENARIUS 


DAVID  SYMONS 


In  August  1983  a  private  collector  in  Birmingham  acquired  a  plated  denarius  of  the  late 
second  century  A.D.  The  coin  was  bought  at  a  Coin  Fair  and  nothing  is  known  of  its  pre¬ 
vious  history.  The  obverse  and  reverse  types  are: 

Obverse:  M.  COMMODVS  ANTONINVS  AVG.  Laureate  head  right. 

Reverse:  P.M.  TR.P.XIX.  IMP. III.  COS. III.  Annona  standing  left,  holding  corn-ears  and 
cornucopia;  on  left,  modius;  on  right,  ship. 

18  mm.;  2.619  g.;  i. 

The  coin  is,  in  fact,  a  hybrid.  The  obverse  type  is  that  used  by  Commodus  in  the  years  A.D. 
180-183.  The  reverse,  however,  is  that  of  a  denarius  of  Marcus  Aurelius  (R.I.C.  142)  which 
was  issued  between  August  and  December  A.D.  165.  (Marcus  received  his  third  imperial 
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salutation  in  August  during  Verus’  Parthian  campaign  while  he  became  trib.  pot.  XX  in 
December.) 

Examination1  shows  that  the  coin  is  clearly  ancient.  The  plating  has  broken  down  on  the 
edge  and  over  part  of  both  faces  and  the  base  metal  core  has  been  revealed.  This  appears  to 
be  either  copper  or  a  high  copper  bronze  which  has  been  given  a  silver  plating,  probably  by 
wrapping  silver  foil  around  the  core  as  the  thickness  of  the  silver  is  too  great  for  a  flan  that 
has  been  dipped.  There  are  deposits  of  copper  oxide  and  carbonate  and  of  silver  sulphide  on 
the  surface  of  the  silver  and  of  copper  oxide  and  copper  carbonate  on  the  core.  One,  or 
possibly  two,  areas  have  ancient  radial  cracks,  which  point  to  the  coin  being  struck  rather 
than  cast,  an  impression  which  is  confirmed  by  its  general  appearance.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  obverse  design  is  considerably  better  defined  than  the  reverse. 

Such  plated  denarii  have  been  recognised  for  many  years  and  it  used  to  be  thought  that 
they  were  in  some  way  official  products.2  This  theory  was  supported  by  supposed  die  links 
between  genuine  and  plated  coins.  However,  Michael  Crawford  has  effectively  disproved 
such  arguments3  and  suggested  that  these  ‘die  links’  can  best  be  explained  by  the  forgers 
using  real  coins  to  produce,  probably  via  wax  impressions  and  clay  moulds,  copy  dies. 
Crawford  goes  further  and  suggests  that  this  is  the  source  for  all  surviving  Roman  dies,  such 
as  that  for  the  reverse  of  a  denarius  of  Hadrian  found  at  Verulamium.4 

A  hoard  found  some  time  before  1856  at  St.  Swithin’s  Lane,  King  William  Street,  London,5 
provides  good  evidence  in  support  of  these  ideas.  The  hoard  consisted  of  89  plated  denarii, 
ranging  in  date  from  c.  90  B.C.  to  the  reign  of  Claudius  ( B.M.C .  69).  George  Boon,  who  has 
examined  the  coins,  states6  that  most  of  the  cores  are  of  iron  but  that  some  are  of  copper,  as 
in  the  present  case. 

Although  Lawrence  was  convinced  that  the  St.  Swithin’s  Lane  coins  were  official 
products,7  Sydenham  showed  convincingly  that  they  had  to  represent  the  cache  of  a  single 
forger,  probably  at  work  in  the  reign  of  Nero.8  Among  the  89  coins  found  are  ten  groups 
struck  from  identical  dies,  the  two  largest  groups  containing  26  and  16  specimens 
respectively.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  this  number  of  die  links  could  be  found  by  chance  in 
a  selection  of  plated  coins  withdrawn  from  the  currency  then  in  circulation. 

One  last  point  can  be  drawn  from  the  St.  Swithin’s  Lane  hoard.  Boon  has  noted9  that  the 
plated  forgeries  mirror  the  condition  of  the  original  coins  from  which  the  dies  were  taken,  i.e. 
the  copies  of  Republican  coins  appear  to  be  very  worn  because  the  originals  were  very  worn, 
while  the  Claudian  copy  is  almost  unworn.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  it  may  be  significant  that  on 
our  coin  the  obverse  of  A.D.  180-183  is  so  much  better  defined  than  the  reverse  of 
A.D.  165. 10

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A  SECOND  HENRY  1  COIN  OF  THE  CAMBRIDGE  MINT 

MARK  BLACKBURN  and  MICHAEL  BONSER 


In  his  recent  article  on  the  Cambridge  mint,  Mr  Kenneth  Jacob  has  set  out  very  clearly  the 
activity  of  each  of  the  moneyers  from  the  time  the  mint  was  first  named  on  the  Reform  issue 
of  Edgar.1  He  records  five  coins  of  William  II  by  two  moneyers,  Wiborn  (4  coins:  types  i,  2;  ii 
and  iii)  and  Frise  (1  coin:  type  ii).2  These  were  the  latest  known  for  the  mint  until  1978,  when 
a  coin  of  Henry  I,  type  v  of  the  moneyer  Frise,  came  onto  the  market  without  apparently  any 
known  provenance  (Fig.  I).3  The  mint’s  activity,  and  that  of  Frise,  was  thus  extended  into  the 
early  twelfth  century. 

Another  Cambridge  coin  of  Henry  I,  a  cut  halfpenny  (Fig.  2),  has  come  to  light  since  Mr 
Jacob’s  article  was  written.  It  was  found  in  October  1983  by  two  Suffolk  men  using  a  metal 
detector  near  Haverhill,  Suffolk,  some  20  miles  south-east  of  Cambridge.4  It  is  also  of  type  v 
by  the  moneyer  Frise,  and  is  in  fact  a  die-duplicate  of  the  specimen  previously  recorded.  It 
reads: 

Obv.  +[HENRIC:R]E+:  Rev.  [  +  FRI]SEON:GR[ATA] 

It  weighs  0.62  g  (9.8  gr.)  and  has  a  die-axis  of  0°.  We  have  not  seen  the  whole  coin,  but  the 
new  halfpenny  causes  us  no  concern  as  regards  authenticity. 

Our  knowledge  of  the  coinage  of  this  period  is  very  inadequate  because  so  few  coins 
survive,  and  the  finding  of  a  die-duplicate  of  this  rare  mint  and  very  rare  type  is  thus  all  the 
more  tantalizing.  By  contrast  there  is  not  even  a  die-link  among  the  16  coins  of  Henry  I’s 
types  i-xiv  of  Lincoln  recorded  in  Mossop’s  corpus.  It  may  well  be  a  statistical  freak,  and  no 
useful  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  this  one  instance  of  die-duplication.  But  it  does  suggest 
a  number  of  questions.  Was  the  output  of  the  Cambridge  mint  significantly  higher  in  type  v 
than  in  other  issues  of  Henry  I,  if  indeed  they  were  struck  there  at  all?  What  was  the  role  of 
the  moneyer  Frise — a  first  generation  Norman  to  judge  from  his  Old  French  name5 — whose 
three  coins  are  divided  by  almost  twenty  years?  Did  he  act  as  a  nominal  moneyer  striking  an 
exiguous  coinage  throughout  the  interim  period,  or  was  he  called  in  to  re-establish  the  mint 
for  some  special  occasion?  Unless  there  are  significantly  more  finds  we  may  never  know.

One  of  the  most  interesting  recent  finds  of  the  period  of  the  Gallic  Empire,  when  Britain  broke 
away  from  the  Roman  Empire  in  A.D.  260-274,  has  been  a  large  hoard  of  coins  found  last 
year  near  Colchester.  The  hoard,  from  Oliver’s  Orchard  Farm,  lies  in  the  middle  of  an  Iron 
Age  and  Roman  complex  at  Gosbecks,  which  before  the  Roman  conquest  was  probably  part 
of  the  capital  of  the  ruler  Cunobelinus,  Shakespeare’s  Cymbeline. 

The  find,  dating  from  a  period  when  Roman  power  in  Britain  was  weakening,  consisted  of 
three  hoards  in  separate  pots  buried  close  together  and  containing  6,115  coins.  This  is  by  no 
means  the  largest  find  dating  from  this  particular  period  of  Romano-British  history;  it  is 
dwarfed,  for  instance,  by  the  Cunetio  hoard  of  just  under  55,000  coins  uncovered  near 
Marlborough,  Wiltshire,  in  October  1978,  the  largest  coin  hoard  ever  found  in  Britain. 

The  Oliver’s  Orchard  hoards  are  important  though  because,  thanks  to  the  responsible 
attitude  of  the  finder  and  his  employer,  who  immediately  alerted  the  local  museum  at 
Colchester,  the  site  was  excavated  by  archaeologists  under  professional  supervision.  Conse¬ 
quently,  the  contents  of  the  three  pots  were  carefully  brought  to  the  surface  and  recorded, 
enabling  the  composition  of  each  hoard  to  be  reconstructed  with  a  greater  degree  of  accuracy 
than  is  normally  possible  with  hoards  contained  in  more  than  one  vessel.  The  hoards  were 
buried  during  one  of  the  “darkest”  periods  of  Roman  history.  The  Imperium  Galliarum 
included  the  western  provinces  of  Gaul,  Spain  and  Britain,  which  Postumus  (A.D.  260-269) 
and  his  successors  (Laelian,  Marius,  Victorinus,  Tetricus  I  and  II)  were  able  to  hold 
independent  from  Rome  at  a  time  of  deep  political  and  economic  crisis  for  the  Empire. 

The  third  century  Roman  coinage  reflects  the  empire’s  economic  decline:  the  standard 
silver  coins,  which  during  the  reign  of  Gordian  III  (238-244)  contained  40  to  50  percent 
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silver,  was  rapidly  debased  until  during  the  reign  of  Gallienus  (260-268)  it  fell  to  5  percent 
and  less  silver.  Meanwhile,  the  coinage  of  the  usurper  Postumus  was  at  first  noticeably  finer 
than  that  produced  by  the  legitimate  Roman  Emperor,  but  towards  the  end  of  his  reign,  in 
about  268,  he  also  had  to  reduce  the  silver  in  his  coinage  to  about  5  percent.  The  coins  of 
both  “empires"  then  continued  to  decline  in  purity  until  in  the  early  270s  few  silver  pieces 
contained  more  than  1  or  2  percent  silver. 

The  chief  interest  of  the  Oliver's  Orchard  hoards,  which,  according  to  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  latest  dateable  coins  in  each  pot,  were  buried  separately  in  about  the  years  269,  273  and 
274,  is  that  they  provide  a  clear  illustration  of  the  shifting  character  of  coin  distribution  in 
Britain  during  this  dark  period.  The  earliest  pot  contained  1,560  coins,  of  which  all  but  nine 
were  silver  coins  issued  before  the  major  debasements  of  the  260s.  By  contrast,  the  second 
and  third  hoards,  of  4,060  and  495  coins,  included  an  overwhelming  majority  (88  percent  and 
94  percent)  of  the  very  debased  later  coins.  These  hoards  suggest  that  in  the  late  260s  the 
inferior  coinage  of  the  central  empire  was  either  not  circulating  in  Britain,  or  at  least  not  being 
hoarded,  whereas  after  Postumus's  debasement  this  coinage  quickly  established  itself  and  was 
hoarded  alongside  the  now  equally  (or  even  more)  base  “Gallic”  coinage  of  Victorinus  and 
the  Tetrici. 

We  are  left  to  speculate  on  why  so  many  coins  were  hoarded,  concealed,  and  then  not 
recovered  by  their  owners,  in  Britain  in  the  early  270s.  These  were  troubled  times:  Aurelian 
was  preparing  to  recapture  the  “Gallic  Empire”  for  Rome  (he  succeeded  in  274);  he  was  also 
about  to  reform  the  currency  in  order  to  stabilise  the  monetary  turbulence.  There  may  also 
have  been  special  regional  or  local  factors  which  could  have  induced  an  individual  such  as  the 
unlucky  saver  of  the  Oliver's  Orchard  hoards  to  bury  money.  However,  the  simplest  explana¬ 
tion  might  be  that  the  coins  of  the  early  270s  were  of  so  little  intrinsic  value  that  very  large 
numbers  had  to  be  issued  to  meet  financial  requirements,  and  so  we  should  not  be  surprised 
to  find  so  many  turning  up  in  hoards.  Reprinted  from  The  Times ,  24  August  1984 

THE  TOKEN  CORRESPONDING  SOCIETY 

In  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  interest  in  the  token  series  (taken  as 
a  whole).  Perhaps  this  widespread  interest  has  always  been  there,  though  unsung  and  little 
acknowledged.  In  the  early  “70s”,  a  truly  worthwhile  project  was  begun  by  enthusiasts — The 
Token  Corresponding  Society  (TCS).  It  flourished  for  a  while  but,  unhappily  and  because  of 
personal  reasons,  publication  of  this  organ  ceased.  More  recently,  Token  Congresses  have 
been  arranged,  the  third  such  token  weekend  is  being  held  at  Darlington  on  3-4  November 
1984.  Attendance  at  the  last  congress  held  at  Birmingham  proved  that  the  interest  in  the 
token  series  was  still  abundant.  Non-devotees  may  wonder  why  the  writer  appears  to  be 
inferring  the  specialness  of  tokens;  they  are  not  “special"  in  that  sense,  but  only  in  the  sense 
that  there  are  so  many  different  series,  with  interest  and  research  tending  to  be  localised  and 
yet  there  is  still  so  much  research  to  be  done.  This  can,  perhaps,  best  be  achieved  through  the 
medium  of  a  literary  exchange  organ  (TCS),  especially  as  specialist  information  is  scattered 
and  not  generally  known  or  available. 

Much  thought  and  discussion  has  taken  place  this  year,  especially  with  the  previous  editors 
and  some  major  contributors.  I  have  been  delighted  at  the  assistance,  guidance  and  advice 
that  has  been  freely  forthcoming.  By  its  very  title  the  Society  will  only  exist  and  flourish 
through  contributions  to  its  own  literary  vehicle.  Hence,  the  aim  during  this  year  has  been  to 
research  the  potential  support,  recruit  possible  and  reliable  editorial  expertise,  and  examine 
the  magazine's  production  costs  and  format. 

Four  seasonal  issues  per  annum  are  envisaged,  which  is  felt  to  allow  editorially  for  some 
elasticity  in  the  timing  of  production,  which  is  dependent  upon  the  correspondence  material  to 
hand.  The  format  will  be  similar  to  the  previous  series,  though  metricated  from  sideways 
f/cap  to  sideways  A4.  Contents  will  be  the  same  as  before — articles,  reviews,  queries,  letters, 
compiler  catalogues,  etc.  Further  features  are  planned  and  ideas  regarding  a  reasonably 
cheap  and  acceptable  (detail-wise)  method  of  reproducing  illustrations  are  welcomed. 
Copyright  will  remain  with  the  contributor,  as  with  the  previous  run  of  issues.  No  monies  are 
being  asked  for  at  present,  however,  annual  subscriptions  are  expected  to  be  £6  (U.K.)  and  £8

The  ‘Raleigh  and  Roanoke’  exhibition  on  display  in  the  British  Library’s  map  gallery  (in  the 
British  Museum),  commemorates  the  First  English  attempt,  exactly  four  hundred  years  ago,  to 
plant  a  colony  in  North  America.  The  colony,  named  Virginia  in  honour  of  Elizabeth  I.  was 
situated  on  Roanoke  Island  (now  part  of  North  Carolina)  and  was  largely  the  creation  of  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh.  The  watercolours  of  Indians,  their  villages  and  their  customs  by  John  White, 
a  talented  artist  who  was  amongst  the  First  colonists,  dominate  the  exhibition,  but  they  are 
accompanied  by  manuscripts,  maps,  artifacts  and  natural  history  specimens  which  set  the 
enterprise  in  the  context  of  its  time. 

A  whole  case  is  devoted  to  coins,  medals,  seals,  coats  of  arms,  engravings  and  miniatures 
in  their  role  as  ‘Symbols  of  Power  and  Policy’.  The  fourteen  medals,  mostly  on  loan  from  the 
British  Museum’s  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  include  several  rarities  which  visitors  are 
unlikely  to  have  seen  before,  together  with  better  known  medals  of  outstanding  beauty,  such 
as  Hilliard’s  “Dangers  Averted”  medal.  Particular  interest  is  added  to  the  display  because  of 
its  underlying  purpose.  Rather  than  being  shown  purely  as  examples  of  craftsmanship  and 
objects  of  beauty,  the  medals  are  included  in  the  exhibition  because  of  their  importance  as 
embodiments  of  the  political  and  ideological  assumptions  of  their  age  stemming  from  their 
function  as  channels  for  the  transmissions  of  major  political  ideas,  which  was  their  original 
raison  d'etre. 

The  Spanish  medals,  often  executed  in  the  Netherlands  and  Italy,  which  had  great  medallic 
traditions,  emphasise  the  extent  of  Philip  II’s  empire  and  his  personal  consciousness  of  his 
dominion  over  the  whole  of  the  New  World  and  of  the  burdens  and  responsibilities  of  this 
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inheritance.  Philip's  medallic  image  had  little  to  do  with  flattery.  The  honesty  and  simplicity 
that  were  essentials  of  his  nature,  as  well  as  the  ravages  of  time,  can  be  seen  in  the  portraits 
which  do  not  spare  his  sallow  complexion,  protruding  chin,  his  receding  hairline  or  his 
wrinkles.  The  image  of  Elizabeth  and  England  is  very  different.  The  cult  of  Elizabeth, 
emphasising  her  virginity,  eternal  youth  and  immutable  splendour,  repeated  with  increasing 
force  as  she  grew  older,  culminated  in  the  magnificent  seals,  medals  and  miniatures  produced 
by  Nicholas  Hilliard,  in  the  1580s — and  in  the  name,  Virginia,  selected  for  England’s  first 
American  colony.  These  same  medals,  and  contemporary  coins  and  engravings,  also 
emphasise  the  new-found  confidence,  international  assertiveness  and  determination  to  claim 
its  share  in  the  world  beyond  Europe  in  defiance  of  Spain  and  the  Catholic  powers  that 
characterised  the  England  of  the  1580s  and  1590s  and  were  fundamental  preconditions  for 
the  Roanoke  ventures. 

The  absence  of  any  contemporary  medals  commemorating  the  Roanoke  voyages  or 
colonies,  acts  as  a  reminder  of  their  relative  unimportance  to  contemporary  English  and 
Spanish  rulers  and  members  of  the  ruling  elites  who  commissioned  medals.  The  international 
attention  which,  by  contrast,  was  focussed  on  the  revolt  of  the  Netherlands,  the  Armada  and 
England’s  rivalry  with  Spain  inside  Europe,  all  of  which  had  major  consequences  for  the 
establishment  and  survival  of  the  Roanoke  colonies,  are,  as  might  be  expected,  reflected  in  a 
series  of  Dutch  medals.  Their  satirical  tone  and  invocation  of  God  and  the  scriptures 
counterpoint  the  claims  and  classical  imagery  of  the  Spanish  medals. 

‘Virginia'  is  nevertheless  to  be  seen  in  Michael  Mercator's  medal  commemorating  Drake's 
circumnavigation  of  the  world.  The  seriousness  with  which  the  Roanoke  voyages  were 
planned  and  undertaken,  and  the  degree  of  official  support  which  they  received,  are  reflected 
in  Raleigh’s  official  title  of  Governor  of  Virginia  (in  which  capacity  he  had  a  seal  engraved  for 
himself),  and  in  the  arms  that  were  officially  bestowed  on  the  town  of  Raleigh.  Nostalgia  for 
Elizabeth  I  found  expression  in  posthumous  portraits,  such  as  an  engraved  silver  plaque  by 
Simon  van  de  Passe  and,  most  lastingly,  the  enduring  colony  and  state  of  Virginia.  The 
increasing  economic  weakness  and  political  problems  which  prevented  the  Spain  of  Philip  III 
from  taking  effective  countermeasures  against  the  new  Virginia  are  seen  in  its  coinage  and  in 
a  continuing  flow  of  Dutch  medals  commemorating  Spanish  defeats. 

The  exhibition  continues  until  December  1984.  Admission  is  free.

Some  may  be  tempted  to  dismiss  the  incursions  and  the  later  settlement  of  the  Vikings  in  Ireland  as  a 
largely  irrelevant  episode  in  one  of  the  Celtic  fringes  of  the  British  Isles  and  to  underestimate  the 
importance  of  the  Hiberno-Scandinavian  dimension  in  our  medieval  history  and  culture.  Yet  the 
Hiberno-Norse  did  play  an  important  part,  not  only  in  the  development  of  Ireland,  but  also  in  English 
and  Welsh  political  and  economic  history.  The  growth  of  first  Chester  and  later  the  Devon  and  Somer¬ 
set  ports,  and  Bristol,  Cardiff  and  possibly  Swansea,  depended  very  largely  on  trade  with  Ireland,  much 
of  which  must  have  been  carried  in  the  ships  of  the  “Ostmen”. 

This  is  the  second  of  the  Sylloge  volumes  covering  the  numismatic  collection  of  the  Ulster  Museum, 
the  first  having  dealt  with  the  Anglo-Irish  coinages  of  John-Edward  III.  The  importance  of  the  Ulster 
Museum’s  Hiberno-Norse  coins  can  partly  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that  the  collection  comprises  some 
400  coins  as  against  just  over  250  in  the  British  Museum.  Its  strengths  can  best  be  measured  by  com¬ 
paring  the  number  of  coins  in  each  of  the  seven  main  chronological  phases  distinguished  by  the  late 
Michael  Dolley:  phase  I,  c.  997-c.  1020,  37  (compared  with  61  in  the  B.M.);  phase  II,  c.  1020-1035,  95 
(B.M.  25);  phase  11*1,  c.  1035-c.  1055,  165  (58);  phase  IV,  c.  1055-c.  1065,  24  (12);  phase  V, 
c.  1065-c.  1095,  38  (76);  phase  VI,  c.  1095-early  twelfth  century,  34  (17);  and  phase  VII,  mid-twelfth 
century,  6  (4).  Of  particular  interest  are  the  rotating  birds  types,  nos.  336-37,  the  Paschal  Lamb  type 
with  a  bow-cross  reverse,  no.  348,  from  the  Dublin  Viking  excavations  of  1973  (the  B.M.  has  one  of 
these  coins  with  a  voided  long  cross  reverse),  the  phase  V  small  flan  coins  and  four  Hiberno-Manx 
coins.  The  major  part  of  the  series  comes  from  the  collection  of  Irish  coins  assembled  by  Raymond 
Carlyon-Britton  which  the  museum  acquired  in  1962.  Many  of  these  had  been  collected  by  his  father, 
Major  Philip  Carlyon-Britton,  including  an  important  group  from  the  Dunbrody  hoard,  though  others 
had  come  from  the  Duke  of  Argyll’s  and  the  Marquis  of  Bute’s  collections,  the  latter  having  purchased 
the  Irish  coins  of  John  Lindsay  of  Cork. 

The  bulk  of  the  phase  I  coins  bear  the  name  of  Sihtric  Anlafsson,  known  as  “Silkbeard”,  who  was 
king  of  Dublin  (989-1035),  his  earliest  coins  being  copies  of  the  CRVX  type  of  Aethelred  II  of  England. 
There  are  three  pennies  of  the  unidentified  “Thymn”  (though  none  of  the  rarer  coins  of  the  equally 
mysterious  “Ogsen  HeaMelnem”)  and  there  are  eleven  coins  struck  in  the  name  of  “Aethelred”  and  one 
with  the  name  of  “Cnut”.  Though  the  majority  of  these  early  coins  declare  themselves  to  be  products  of 
the  mint  of  “Dyflin”  there  are  also  some  pennies  which  copy  the  names  of  English  mints  and  moneyers. 
The  Sihtric  Long  Cross  penny  was  to  become  something  of  a  type  immobilisee,  with  the  inscriptions 
becoming  progressively  blundered,  and  this  is  unfortunate  for  both  the  historian  and  numismatist  as 
Sihtric’s  successors  are  not  well  documented  in  Irish  annals. 

Further  research  on  Hiberno-Norse  and  other  Irish  coin  hoards  may  well  throw  light  on,  amongst 
other  things,  whether  the  CRVX  pennies  of  Sihtric  were  the  earliest  coins  to  be  minted  in  Ireland  or 
whether  earlier  imitations  of  Anglo-Saxon  pence  were  also  minted  there,  whether  Dublin  was  the  only 
mint  in  Ireland  during  the  eleventh  century  and  perhaps  on  the  relations  between  Ireland  and  Man  and 
the  Hebrides  and  Orkney.

Return  of  the  Tanner:  The  Royal  Mint  may  introduce  a  smaller,  lightweight  coin  resembling  the  old 
sixpence  to  replace  the  lOp  coin.  It  would  save  the  Exchequer  thousands  of  pounds  in  production  cost 
and,  according  to  research  conducted  at  the  University  of  Nottingham,  please  a  public  fed  up  with  bulky 
coins.  Other  options  include  replacing  the  silver  5p  coin  with  a  smaller,  bronze  version  and  producing  a 
smaller  50p.  However,  the  £1  coin,  it  seems,  is  here  to  stay,  despite  widespread  criticism.  A  spokesman 
for  the  Royal  Mint  said  that  the  new  ideas  were  highlighted  in  its  annual  report  published  this  week.  She 
said  that  the  aim  was  to  introduce  smaller  lighter  coins  which  would  cut  production  costs.
